USSIAN forces have broken into 

the western part of Budapest 
and the River Hren has been 
forced and bridg. eads estab- 
lished on its west bank, last 
night’s Soviet communiqué 
announced. 


The ferocity of the fighting in the 
heart of Budapest has reached 
a pitch unequalled since Stalin- 
jon cables Reutcr’s Special 

orrespondent in Moscow. 

The Soviet communiqué stated 

that during December 29th, in 

Czechoslovakia, south-east of 

Lucenec, “our troops fought their 

way forward and occupied a number 

of inhabited localities. North-east 
of Sahy our troops continued their 
offensive and captured a number of 
inhabited localities. At the same 
time, south-west of Sahy, our troops 
forced the River Hron and estab- 
lished bridgeheads on its western 
bank. Our troops also occupied 
two inhabited localities on the 
western bank of the river.

be no doubt at all.that Marshal 
von Rundstedt’s daring manceuvre 
took everybody by surprise. 
Apparently he had been able, 
under the shelter of the Ardennes, 
to concentrate formidable forces 
against what has proved to. be 
the weakest point in the whole 
Allied line: and his attack was 
It was an- 
nounced yesterday that Major- 
General Taylor, the commander 
of the American troops in Bas- 
togne, was on leave in Washington 
when the offensive began. He 
flew back to Europe, only to find 
that Bastogne had been virtually 
surrounded, and drove through 
the German lines in a “ jeep” in 
order to re-assume command of 
his harassed troops. In the mean- 
time the Americans in the 
Bastogne “pocket” had been 
commanded by General 
McAuliffe. Since General Taylor's 
return the garrison of Bastogne 
has been relieved. Bastogne is 
an exceedingly important road 
junction, possession of which is 
vital to the Allied forces, and its 
recovery by the Americans must 
be regarded as a brilliant feat of 
arms. Marshal von Rundstedt 
launched his attack on a front 
which stretched, roughly, from 
the neighbourhood of Malmédy 
in the north to Echternach, not 
far from Trier (Tréves), in the 
south. The Germans took full 
advantage oí the element of sur- 
prise and managed to drive a 
Salient of between fifty and sixty 
miles into the Allied line. Some 
days ago they had reached a 
point only four miles from the 
Meuse, and it became obvious 


jthat they were making a deter- 


mined effort to reach the town 
of Dinant. For the first few 
days the pressure of their armour 
was almost irresistible. They ad- 
vanced with all the élan of von 
Brauchitsch’s Blitzkrieg; and for 
a time it looked as if Liége and 
even Namur were in danger. The 
success of this attack easily might 
have meant the splitting in two 
of the Allied forces on the 
northern sector of the Western 
Front, with the distinct possi- 
bility that the . British and 
Canadians in the extreme north 
might have been driven back to 
the sea, a development which 
might have involved another 
Dunkirk. The Americans. how- 


‘lever, although caught, as it were, 


on the wrong foot, seem to have 
been able to recover their mili- 
tary equilibrium. Attacks of this 
kind—as was proved in 1918, 
when the Germans broke through 
the British 5th Army positions at 
St. Quentin, and on several 
oceasions dufing the campaigns 
of the present war in Russia— 
always expose themselves to a 
grave element of risk. Modern 
warfare has become so mobile 
that the establishment of a salient 
invites. counter-attacks on either 
flank, and this counter-attack may 


e—|develop into a pincer movement, 


threatening the original offensive 
with disaster. 

The Americans have lost no 
time in the launching of vigorous 
assaults on both sides of the base 
of Marshal von Rundstedt’s 
salient. General Patton, in the 
south, is particularly aggressive. 
Not only has he been able to 
relieve the hardly pressed garrison 
of Bastogne, but he also has 
managed to blunt the German 
spearheads, with the result that 


‘Iduring the last few days their 


offensive has been brought almost 
to a standstill. The Germans 
still are fighting back, and by all 
accounts they are fighting well on 
the eastern side of the River 


Meuse. General Eisenhower's 
objective obviously is to nip off 
their salient by simultaneous 


attacks from the north and from 
the south; and Captain Sertorius, 
the well-known spokesman of the 
German High Command, spoke 
yesterday of the Allies’ “ vastly 
superior forces.” The whole 
position at the moment is fluid. 
Both sides are continuing to with- 
hold information which might 
give the general public a reason- 
ably accurate idea of the military 
situation; but there can be small 
doubt that the Allies are fighting 
back with increasing vigour. Since 
Christmas Day, the British and 
American ait forces hardly have 
ceased to attack the German lines 
of communication, Marshalling- 
yards, road and rail junctions and 
bridges have been assailed in 
devastating forte. Although the 
Germans are fighting on interior 


nada.[lines—a fact which gives them 


a substantial advantage — the 
Allies have an almost overwhelm- 


‘ling preponderance in the air, and 


consequently are able, very 
largely, to ‘redress the tactical 
balance. There was a rumour 
yesterday that Marshal von 


draw his troops once more to the 
shelter of the Siegfried Line; but, 
as we write, this story, which 
apparently ‘came from German 
sources, has: not been confirmed, 
and there is no reason. to suppose 
that it is true. From the outset, 
the German High Command must 
have known that it was embark- 
ing on what amounted to a 
rate enterprise.

menacing, and men and women 
cross off another year on the 
calendar of their lives with linger- 
ing regret. Yet it is doubtful 
whether many people will be 
found to mourn the passing of 
1944, Ever since the autumn of 
1939, when war broke upon the 
world—not unexpectedly, perhaps, 
but still with a shock—the years 
have seemed to count for little 
except progress towards peace. 
One cannot feel that such an 
abnormal period will be counted 
as a part of regular human life. 
1944 was another year of battle 
and destruction, of starvation and 
death, of yntold suffering for 
millions of the world’s people. 
How can they think of it except 
as so much distance won—as 
another milestone on a road 
which winds uphill all the way? 
Yet, in the midst of it all, life 
has gone on much as usual, 
through the unalterable cycle of 
birth, marriage and death. We 
in Ireland have no small reason 
to be grateful that, to us, a 
bitter year has brought less of 
privation, and even of discomfort, 
than to almost any other nation 
on the globe. Severe restrictions 
had to be imposed upon the. use 
of electricity during the spring, 
owing to lack of rain to swell the 
Shannon; turf continued to be 
the only household fuel; the hours 
of gas supply in Dublin, shortened 
“temporarily ” before Christmas, 
1943, were made no longer. Some 
articles of food were rationed, 
many were scarce or unobtain- 
able, and almost all were 
expensive. The probléms of the 
poor became more pressing, and 
the middle-classes found it neces- 
sary to tighten their belts. So 
much is set down on the debit 
side. On the credit side we find 
that Irish cities were unscarred 
and Irish soil unblasted by the 
flames of battle; we find that there 
was enough essential food for all, 
and there were luxuries for many; 
we find that Dubliners had a 
Christmas of almost  unpre- 
cedentedly lavish spending. How 
can we not feel a deep gratitude 
for our good fortune? How can 
we be satisfied to waste the years 
that have been given to us, and 
not to work and think for the 
morrow?
